LONDON, Oct. 9.—The British at- 


tacked os a wide front northeast and 
cast ot Ypres this morning, the war 
offlca announces. Satisfactory prog- 
ress Is being made everywhere. The 
attack, the statement says, was made 
"in conjunction with our allies." The 
British statement follows: 


At 5J20.o'clock this morning, we 


iirain attacked on a wide front east 
and northeast of Tpres in conjunc- 
tion with our allies.on. our left. 
Reports indicate that satisfactory 
progress is being made op al'. 
parts ,of the battle front. 
The 


weather continues stormy. 


The new British drive is being made 


in the same region as the attack of list 
Thursday, one ol the most successful 
British efforts of the war. 
On ttat 


day the Germans were expelled frc.m 
high ground along the ridge east of 
Ypres giving the British dominating 
pos.lions of great strategic import- 
•ance. .The wedge in the German line 
t»s been driven so deep that with the 
high ground lost their position l.as 
been made most unfavorable and rn- 
othur "strategic retreat"'. has 
been 


precipitated. 


Recent dispatches from the British 


front told of heavy rains and 
deep 


roml, conditions under which ordin- 
arily a renewal of the .offensive would 
riot be expected. The decision of ihe 
BriTlsh staff to return to the attack 
so quickly may indicate a purpose to
